'Main Idea

A method is provided to break-up any management solution into well-defined components with 
well-defined boundaries such that the components can be assembed into a topography matching the 
desired management philosophy. 



The definition of "topography" Is the art or practice of graphic delineation that shows the relative 
positioning of important surfaces. In the context of Tivoli's Technical Strategy, the connotation 
of "topography" is the art or practice of delineating the relative positions of components 
combined to embody a particular prospect's philosophy. 

A philosophy expresses a set of beliefs or predisposition's about the right or desirable way to 
approach management. Growth can not be sustained by limiting Tivoli's solutions to a single 
management philosophy or methodology. In the same way that Tivoli cannot limit its language 
support: If Tivoli limits itself, it is choosing to ignore a part of the market. This requires that the 
assets be positioned to support a wide range of management philosophies, and to easily 
accommodate new philosophies as they emerge. Figure 1 shows the interaction between 
philosophy-based point solutions and the technologies that Tivoli manages. Topographical 
components are the system level elements used to implement a philosophy-specific 
management system.
